Fort Monroe, Ya., Nov..16.—In an

London, Nov, 16.—A general elec- 
tion before ,Christmas is a practical 
certainty, but the stens whereby this 
will be brougtit about are still un: 
known, , The King is evidently taking 
an active part in the crisis, and his 
Majesty's influence may‘have an im- 
portant bearing on ‘the situation. 

It was announced last night that the 
Government will accede to Lord Lane 
downe’s demand to have the veto bill 
submitted to the House of Lords, on 
condition that ‘no dilatory tactics are 
employed for the mere. purpose of 
gaining ‘time. As it cannot be sup 
sed that the Lords wolld accept the 
ill, this move is not likely to have 
much effect on the general situation. 
Premier Asguith’s  ofticial 'state- 
ment will not be presented to Parlia- 
ment until Friday, in deference to Mr. 
Balfour,’ who! has an ‘engagement to 
address an important political meet- 
ing at Nottingham’ on Thursday. 

An indication of the Unionist policy 
comes with the publication of the reso- 
lution which Austen Chamberlain. af- 
ter a consultation with Mr.°Balfour 
and Lord Lansdowne, will submit to 
the Unionist conference at Glasgow 
on Nov. 25. ° These resolutions cvon- 
cede that the possession of a peerage 
should no longer of itself’ give the 
right to sit in the House of Lords, 
and welcome any redsonable proposals 
which will increase the efliciency of 
the House of Lords by the addition 
of life peers, or representatives elect- 
ed for s term of years from those out: 
side the peerage. At the same time 
the resulutions maintain that when 
the two Houses disagree on vital is- 
sues, "it is the people alone who have 
the right to decide between them.

The Neubourg grocer who has Leen 
fortunate enough to pick up at an 
auction sa‘e for twenty-four shillings 
@ Raphael, the value of which is at 
least 4,000 times the price he paid for 
it, has had many-recent predecessors 
in similar lucky experiences, the stor- 
ses of which quile outstrip romance. 

A,short time ago a secoud-hand deal- 
@r_purchased a deplorably. dirty cau- 
yas from a poor widow for a few shill- 
ings—a ‘sum which brought tears of 
gratitude and joy to the woman's eyes. 
After, carefully cleaning the picture 

dealer was delighted, although not 
altogether surprised, to discover that 
he was the possessor of an undoubted 
Gainsborough, for which he found an 
eager purchaser for £3,500.

On the resumption of the trial af- 
fectionate letters written by the ban’ 
clerk to Mrs, Carew were read, i 
which he urged her to obtain @ di- 
vorce. The clerk in hix evidence stat- 
ed that Mrs. Carew had deceived him 
by alleging brutality against her hus-

Mrs. Carew was found guilty and 
sentenced to death, but the British 
Ambassador to Japan commuted the 
sentence to penal servitude for life. 
Mrs. Carew was remored to Hong;

In the Imperial 
army, for the United Kingdom alone, 
this work has occupied the undivid- 
ed attention of five or six officers for 
nearly twenty years, while the duty of 
keeping the arrangements. now thor- 
oughly decentralized, up. to date, an- 
tails continuous work upon: all offi- 
cers of the army, both staff and regi- 
mental. 

“A great portion of the work thus 
accomplished is available for the 
guidance of Canadian officers, and the 
problem to be solved is, on the whole, 
simpler for the Dominion. But the 
conclusion is unavoidable that the 
number of officers available for thi< 
duty at militis headquarters, and in 
the several military districts. is now, 
and apparently always hus been, far 
too small to cope successfully with 
the task.

Kerlin, Noy. 28.—The Reichstag de- 
bated on Saturday “i Socialist inter- 
Vellation on the Kuiser’s famous di: 
vine right speech at Koenigsberg on 
August 23. In this addrbks the Kais- 
er arrogated> to himself the office of 
a divine delegate, and in that char- 
neler avowed his“ determination to 
ruly in his own way, regardless of the 
Yiews or opiniofis of the hour. 


On the whole, the events of the 
day denote n-victory for the Kaiser 
and the failure of the Social-Demo- 
crats to arouse the press or popular 
enthusiasm against the monarch on 
nceount of the speech. To a certain 
exent, also, it established the fact 
that the largest proportion of the na. 
tional representatives are still strong 
Supporters of the monarchic system, 
and are willing to accept, although 
perhaps with some reluctance, the 
doctrine of divine right claimed by 
the Kaiser. At the same time, if they 
accept this claim, they do so on his- 
torical grounds, and with the proviso 
that the Kaiser shall not employ it 
to override or modify the constitution. 

Herr Ledebour, the Socialist leader, 
epened the discussion. "He charged 
the Kaiser with breaking the promise 
which he solemnly gave the nation in 
November, 1908, when, after“the na- 
tional agitation caused by the inter- 
vigw. with him published in The Lon- 
don Telegraph. he announced through 
the Imperial Chancellor that he had 
become convinced. that the greatest 
reserve on the part of the crown was 
indispensable to the interests of Ger- 
man policy. 

JHerr Ledebour declared that. the 
Kaiser was‘hereditarily afflicted with 
the same illusions which destroyed the 
Styarts ‘and the Bourbons,:and hie 
warned the sovereign that the Hohen- 
zollerns were heading in the same di- 
tection. 

The Socialist léader concluded with 
the defiant assertion that the German 
Social Democracy avowedly aspires.so 
establish a republic, and will bend all 
its efforts to that end. This state- 
hient was greeted with prolonged So- 
cialist cheers,

INDIAN UNREST. 
Northwest Frontier Conditions Ars 
Steadily Growing Worse. 

‘The Indian papers continue to of- 
fer evidence of the growing spirit of 
Unrest on the northweet frontier. 
far, says The Pioneer, [rom the situa- 
tion having improved inthe last few 
weeks, affairs are steadily going {rom 
bad to worse. As pointed out, tho 
outlaw trouble during the past six 
months has assumed very serious pro- 
portions, and there is little doubt that 
the activity of these’ men is. largely 
due to the Uiréct encouragement they 
receive at the hands of the Afghan of- 
ficials in Khost. It new appears that 
certain busybodics ut Kabul have lat- 
serly been hard ‘at work stirring up 
the Afridis and other trans-frontie 
tribes against us, and that the 
inade surficient progress wit 
chinations to give cause 
apprehension in regard t6 futare de- 
velopments when the October Rams- 
zan_is.over. 

“It is a significant symptom,” adds 
the writer, “of the unrest already pre- 
vailing in the tfoubled territory tha 
the Kohat ‘Pass has just had to be 
closed. The success which attendet 
the raids of some of the more daring 
outlaws hag naturally excited the envy 
of other enterprising. spirits. across 
the border, and it is certain that the 
losses sustained by the tribesmen over 
the arms traffic have tended consider- 
ably to embitter their feelings towards 
us. ‘The ditticulties of frontier adinin- 
istration have now been seriously .en- 
hanced by this.further complication of 
Kabul intrigues. It is high time that 
the attention of the Ameer wele drawn + 
to this state of affairs, and it is not 
improBable that certain re resenta- 
tions have already been made to His 
Majesty on the subject.” “ 

According to an interesting message | 
from.the Englishman's Frontier Cor- 
respondent, the Ameer is demonstrat- 
ing his possession of some progressive 
ideas.
